Say Tourists 
Avoid Ga. 
Highways

Tourists passing through other 
Southeastern states often criticize 
and sometimes avoid Georgia’s 
highways. 

That was the concensus of five 
newspapermen who were guests 
Sunday on WSB-TV’s Press Gal- 
lery, presented by The Atlanta 
Constitution and Journal. 

The newsmen, correspondents 
of The Journal-Constitution’s Sun- 
day Southeast Empire section, 
were: 

Charles Hesser, staff writer, 
the Miami Daily News; S. L. Lat- 
imer «Jr., editor, the Columbia 
State; Joe Hatcher, staff writer, 
the Nashville. Tennessean; Fred 
Taylor, staff writer, the Birming- 
ham News, and Jay Jenkins, staff 
writer, the Raleigh News and Ob- 
server. They were interviewed by 
James Saxon Childers, editor of 
The Journal, and Ralph McGill, 
editor of The Constitution. 
Hatcher said that Georgia pre- 
sents a ‘‘bottleneck’’ to motorists 
traveling south from Tennessee. 
He said that motorists often trav- 
el through Alabama just to avoid 
Georgia’s highways. 

Taylor said that Alabama is in 
the midst of a “‘great road pro- 
gram.’ He said the program is 
designed to “‘lure’’ tourists. 
Alabamans believe Georgia 
needs more four-lane highways, 
particularly in the direction of 
Birmingham, Taylor said,

Fatal to 15 
In England 


Speeding Express 
Derails at Station 


SUTTON COLDFIELD, Eng- 
land, Jan. 23 (P—A speeding ex- 
press train in a Sunday detour 
jumped the track and toppled 
over on the platform of this sta- 
tion in the suburbs of Birming- 
ham today. 

At least 15 persons were killed 
and more than 30 were injured 
badly enough to need hospitali- 
zation. 

It was feared more dead still 
were pinned in the wreckage. 
Railroad crews with acetylene 
torches cut into the wreckage 
under the glare of searchlights. 

“The mess is sandwiched right 
between the station platforms,”’ 
said station officer George Upton. 
“The engines are buried under 
the coaches. We're still cutting 
and will be at it all night.” 

The York-Bristol express was 
switched off its normal route and 
sent through Sutton Coldfield, a 
resort community seven miles 
out of Birmingham, because of 
weekend track work.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23—Con- 
gress is awaiting President Eisen- 
hower’s request tomorrow that it 
confirm his authority to order 
United States air and naval forces 
into action in defense of For- 
mosa, the Pescadores Islands.

fense of Formosa. 

Most authorities were of the 
opinion that the President would 
seek to deter Chinese Commun- 
ist invasion operations with a 
broad declaration that would 
leave the United States a free 


The 110-coach train sped out of 
a tunnel and careened off the 
rails at a switch imside the sta- 
tion here.

This has rested 
hitherto on President Truman's 
orders to the Seventh Fleet in 
the summer of 1950 following’ the 
outbreak of the Korean War. The 
legalities will be fully established 
as soon as the Senate ratifies the 
U.S.Chinese Nationalist mutual 
defense treaty. In the meantime 
some doubts have been cast upon 
the validity of President Tru- 
man’s order since the end of the 
fighting in Korea.

U.S. Warships Await Orders

Three U.S. carriers and other 
warships today steamed toward 
the invasion-menaced Tachens to 
await orders to cover the evacua- 
tion of the garrison in a deal by 
which the United States would 
help to defend some offshore is- 
lands, a reliable source said. 

The informant said the U.S. 
warships were ready for action 
in the event the Communists try 
to interfere. 

The perilous nature of the 
waters into which the warships 
were reported moving was un- 
derscored by these two latest 
flareups: 

1. An air battle broke out south 
of the Tachens, which are 200 
miles north of Formosa, when the 
Chinese Communists intercepted a 
flight of four Nationalist planes. 
No damage to either side was re- 
ported. 

2. The Defense Ministry said Na- 
tionalist artillery broke up an at- 
tempt by a small Red force of 
more than 10 junks to invade one 
of the islands near the Matsu Is- 
land group 100 miles northwest of 
Formosa. Matsu and Quemoy, 
across the strait from Formosa, 
would be brought under the 7th 
Fleet's protection as part of the 
deal, informants said.

The’ “State. Prograrhn Study Commit- 
tee” proposed ‘by Gov. Marvin Griffin 
has its work already laid out. In fact, the 
governor outlined the task in his budget 
message last Thursday. 

The governor said, “There is no deny- 
ing the fact that we are confronted with 


a very serious situation over the next four 


years.” ° | 

Despite his campaign pledges of more 
services without increased taxes, one can 
sympathize -with the Governor as he 
contemplates the actual facts before him. 
Frankly admitting that the state is spend- 
ing beyond its revenue under the present 
appropriation bill, he said that the surplus 
which is keeping the state from running 
into the red will be “exhausted com- 
pletely by October.” 

“What then? 

Georgia’s phenomenal growth gives 
every evidence of continuing. Total popu- 


lation has risen by 215,000 persons since 


1950. The impact of fhese new people af- 
fects every aspect of our government. As 
the governor expressed it: 


“ .. Requests for additional funds stem 
entirely from the fact that our population 
is increasing among all age groups. We 
have now more children of school age 
and at the same time the older people are 
living longer. . . . Business, industrial and 
agricultural growth creates a demand for 
more and better services all along the 
line. 

“Our University System continues to op- 
erate on the same appropriation it re- 
ceived when it had 5,000 less students... . 
The number of needy Georgians who are 
entitled to some form of. welfare benefits 
is going up by 10,000 annually. .. . Hun- 
dreds more citizens requiring care and 
treatment are seeking admission each year 
to our state’s institutions. . . . At Au- 
gusta the new Eugene Talmadge Memo- 
rial Hospital is nearing completion and will 
cost another $3,000,000 to operate... . The

cal year which must be matched with state 
funds.”’ 


These main agencies of government— 
education, welfare, highways and health 
—are consuming more than 90 per cent of 
state revenues. 


The study committee then has another 
task. It is charged with the duty of “mak- 
ing specific recommendations as to what 
programs of services are necessary” and 
the amount of money needed by each. 
Certainly, if economies can be effected 
and any unnecessary personnel and serv- 
iees can be eliminated, the committee 
should find them. 

If economies cannot eliminate the 
deficit and provide for normal expansions, 
then the committee is asked to make 
recommendations about where to find the 
money. In short, will taxes be increased? 

That, briefly is the problem the Gov- 
ernor has laid before the study committee 
and for which he assumes “full respon- 
sibility” in operation of the state’s fiscal 
affairs. In effect, it is the problem he has 
handed the people of Georgia—a tough 
assignment for us all.

School Bond Issue Is 
A ‘Mus? for Fulton 


Fulton County voters go to the polls 
again Wednesday to decide an issue af- 
fecting their future. They will approve or 
disapprove a bond issue to build $3,500,- 
000 in schools—schools that will relieve 
present crowded conditions for about two 
years. 

Supt. Paul West and W. L. Robinson, 
school board president, point out that the 
county system will be in danger of col- 
lapse unless approval is granted. The 
funds will construct two new high schools 
and five new elementary schools. The cost 
will be absorbed by a one-mill increase 
in the tax now levied outside the city for 
school bond indebtedness. 

The county’s school enrollment has 
been iticreasing by 1,200 each year. This 
requires the building of at least 40 new 
classrooms annually to take care of the 
new students. There’s no way out except 
to provide those classrooms. 

The people of the Fulton district have 
been getting their money’s worth. in 
school construction. Buildings during the 
past few years have been constructed 
and equipped at’a cost of 35.8 per cent 
less than the national average. The figure 
for high ools is 32.7 per cent lower. 

Voters are urged to approve the bond 
issue. There’s really no way to escape the 


consequences of increased school enroll- 
ments except to build schools.

Public Works Deficit 
Is Figured in Billions 


Experts who have studied the needs 
on a nationwide basis say today we have 
a national public works deficit exceeding 
$100,000,000,000 in schools, highways, 
sewerage systems, better street lighting, 
bridges, airport terminals and other pub- 
lic buildings. 

The deficit represents what the coun- 
try needs today—not what it will need 
10 years from now. a 

As states and cities have attempted to 
fight their. way through the maze of fi- 
nancial problems brou about by popu- 
lation growth and migration of people to 
the cities, they have ruin headon into the 
biggest headache of all—how to pay the 
bill. Various remedies have been tried, 
but instead of SHeing able to catch up, 
they have not éven been able to maintain 
the status quo. 

A Federal Government public works 
program, based upon the idea that the 
national economy will continue to expand, 
is being planned to help out in those 
problems that are interstate. The road 
building program is part of this. 

Certainly interstate highway networks 
are the concern of the national govern- 
ment. Airport terminals and ranways are 
all interstate and air traffic is a national 
problem. Theoretically these improve- 
ments will pay for themselves. 


The growth of the national economy 
and population are dependent upon and 
limited by a similar growth of public 
institutions and facilities. The fact that 
such a large percentage of our tax reve- 
nues must go to the defense effort has 
left states and municipalities with tough 
financial problems. It has forced them to 
resort to new methods of financing—the 
now familiar authorities, revenue certif- 
icates and bond issues. 


. The problems are not peculiar to 
Georgia. Almost every state in the union 
has essentially the same ones.

Jurist Hits Senate Bill 37 as Impractical; 
. Haggling Would Confuse Jury, Drag Trial 


Atlanta—Senate Bill 37 before the 
general judiciary committee pro- 
vides that before exception may be 
taken to any part .of the court’s 
charge to the jury the party ag- 
grieved must call to the attention 
of the judge such objection before 
the case goes to the jury. 

This procedure is wholly imprac- 
tical. Neither lawyer involved in 
the trial may know which will ap- 
peal the case until the jury returns 
its verdict. Therefore, to be safe, 
each would be compelled to pepper 
the judge with objections as the 
charge was delivered. Charges 
often cover dozens of typewrit- 
ten pages with a great number of 

paragraphs. The only safe way to 
protect the record would be to ob- 
ject to every line of the charge if 
there were suspicion of error and 
then think it out later. 


If lawyers on both sides were to 
arrest the delivery of the charge, 
it would take longer to get through 
with the charge than it would to 
try the case. The jury would either 
suffer the confusion which would 
result from haggling over law 
points or be sent in and out to 
get the charge in driblets. It would 
not only bring about endless con- 
fusion but add greatly to the time 
and expense of the trial.

| ndiana Legislature Studies 
New Plan to Aid Schools 


The Indiana Commission on State Tax and Financing Policy has 
presented to the members of the Legislature a proposal for a new 
basis of state aid to schools which needs a lot of thoughtful study. It 
has been accurately described as ‘‘revolutionary.’’ The proposed plan 
would discard the minimum average teacher salary as a determining. 
factor in computing aid to each school corporation. Aid amounts would 
be based simply on pupil enrollment, number of pupils provided with 
bus service and assessed valuation of taxable property. 


An entirely new element would 
be added in an allowance for con- 
struction, based on pupil enroll- 
ment. 

An increase of a third in the 
total amount of state aid is pro- 
posed. The increase in the next 
fiscal year, if the plan were adopt- 
ed. would be about $20,000,000. 
Substantial increases in local tax 
rates and costs also would be en- 
tailed. 

We agree with the immediate 
reaction of Robert H. Wyatt, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Indiana 
State Teachers Assn. He pointed 
out that Indiana now has one of 
the best school tax systems in the 
nation. He urged that no action 
be taken until everyone concerned, 
including school officials, has had 
a chance to study the proposals 
thoroughly. 

At this moment it appears in- 
conceivable that adequate study 
could be given to the proposed 
changes within the time limitation 
of the 1955 session of the General 
Assembly. The staff report is a 
printed book of imposing size 
which covers a. lot of ground.

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The majority of mishaps stem 
from carelessness or innocent 
misdeeds. Several years ago the

Gas poisoning frequently is re- 
ported from incomplete combus- 
tion of gas in stoves and heaters. 
The lesson to be learned is never 
to fall asleep in a poorly venti- 
lated room with a questionable 
gas heater. Some of the old 
tourist cabins were death traps 
in this respect, 


Let an expert install and main- 
tain all gas appliances and heat- 
ing systems. Have the furnace 
checked for leaky connections. It 
also is advisable to inspect the 
kitchen range and gas refrigera- 
tor for escaping fumes. 


The amount of seepage may 
be minimal, yet persons who are 
sensitive to the combustion prod- 
ucts of gas, oil, and coal need 
not inhale much of these sub- 
stances to feel uncomfortable. 
Fatigue, generalized aching, 
headaches, .and drowsiness have 
been traced to this source. 
Autos, trucks, and gasoline 
motors are other common origins 
of carbon monoxide poisoning. 
Everyone knows it is dangerous 
to run the car in a closed ga- 
rage, yet, every year a number 
of lives are lost in this way. 
Some represent suicide but the 
majority of these fatalities oc- 
curred because the owner ce 
cided it was too cold to keep the 
garage doors open while work- 
ing on the car. 
Driving with all windows 
closed also is risky because there 
is a chance that fumes will es- 
cape into the interior of the car. 
On long trips, never put the ba- 
by’s car bed on the floor of the 
auto. It was suggested recently 
that if the youngster is placed 
on the floor, he might inhale just 
enough carbon monoxide to af- 
fect the brain.
